We received a rather interesting 
news release from the Jones County 
Home Demonstration Agent, Mrs. 
Mary Y. Newberry, that you house­ 
wives might be interested in. 
Mrs. Newberry claims, ”We're 
paying more and more at the super­ 
market just for the privilege of car­ 
rying home plain, ordinary water. ” 
Soup manufacturers have realized 
that consumers will pay a good price 
for water, so they're adding it at the 
plant, the agent explains. By adver- 
ing "honest, oldfashioned soup," 
they can get the public to pay two to 
three times the single serving price 
of condensed soups. 
A recent survey taken in Washing­ 
ton, D. C. shows that soups with 
water added cost about 12.5 cents 
per serving, while condensed soups 
cost about 4.2 cents for the same 
serving. 
There are other products in which 
we pay for water, Mrs. Newberry 
adds. Some puddings and whipped 
toppings come ready-to-eat. Fruit 
drinks often containing only 6 per­ 
cent actual fruit are made up most­ 
ly of water. 
"Just think how much we've spent 
on bottle drinks and the energy ex­ 
erted lugging home all those bottles 
of water, " she points out. 
But convenience can't be ruled out. 
When we're in a hurry or unable to 
make the product ourselves, con­ 
venience foods come in handy. Pro­ 
ducts such as ready-to-eat puddings 
and toppings save cooking and clean­ 
ing equipment. And some take the 
guesswork out of cooking. 
Soups and soft drinks, however, 
are another story. A can of soup 
still needs to be opened and the con­ 
tents heated in a pan. Do you con­ 
sider it much work to add water? 
The next time you feel the cost of 
living tugging at your pocketbook, 
stop and think. Is it worth the extra 
cost to have someone else turn on the 
faucet?

A look 
at the 
financial 
statements of the 
Hamlin 
Independent 
School District 
for the past year and the one 
for ten years ago indicates 
that schools like everyone else 
have been hard hit by infl­ 
ation. 


The combined expenditures 
have increased by 50 percent 
over the ten-year period with 
the cost of Instruction taking 
the biggest jump. Where the 
cost of Instruction ten years 
ago was $245,141 99 it was 
$418,938.55 
this past year. 
The total expenditures ten 
years ago 
were $407,816.80 


and were $620,110.63 
this 
past year. 
In order to overcome this 
increase cost over the ten 
year period the local taxpay­ 
ers have assessed an addi­ 
tional $98,000. 
Local funds 
totaled $232,430.85 ten years 
ago and were $330,694.59 this 
past year. 
During this same period 
money from state sources 
have increased from $165,730 
to $283,038.61.

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Sometimes crappie can be the eas-1 you’ll be prospecting each layer of 
iest of all fish to catch. And some­ 
times the most difficult! 
They are easy to catch only because ! 
they roam in schools. Once you pin­ 
point a concentration of crappies you 
can anchor at the spot and quite often 
fill a stringer with these tasties. 
Finding the schools is, of course, 
your problem. And, unless you are 
fishing where the fish are you aren’t 
likely to catch any. 
Schools of crappies are scattered 
and unless a person is fortunate 
enough to be at a spot where they 
gather, he will find that catching one 
is next to impossible. 
Crappies prefer to linger around 
some underwater obstruction; a sunk­ 
en tree, a large boulder, or a clump of 
brush. 
Some fishermen create their own 
crappie-fishing hotspots by cutting 
brush (cedar is good), tying it to­ 
gether and anchoring it in deep water. 
The depth where you’ll find crappie 
varies from lake to lake, but in our 
large reservoirs you’ll usually locate 
them in about IO to 30 feet of water. 
In the spring they’ll move along 
the shoreline to spawn. Then you can 
catch dozens of them in the shallows. 
But most of the time they’ll be near 
the bottom in deep water. 
Here are some suggestions offered 
by accomplished crappie fishermen: 
When crappies are in a cooperative 
mood, they’ll usually bite in a hurry. 
Never spend more than 15 or 20 min­ 
utes in one spot. Drop your live min­ 
now right to the bottom, then take a 
couple of turns on the reel handle. 
Leave the bait here for about five 
minutes, and if you haven’t had a 
nibble, take a couple more turns on 
the reel handle. Every five minutes 
come up a few more feet. This way 


water from the bottom to near the 
top. Move frequently, trying different 
spots, around underwater obstruc­ 
tions. 
You’ll likely find a school of fish 
sometime during the day if they are 
biting at all. 
A helpful aid is a commercial crap­ 
pie rig, available at most sporting 
goods stores. This rig has a pair of 
twisted-wire “arms” which extend 
out from the main line. Snelled hooks 
are tied on these extensions which 
hold the wiggling live minnows away 
from the line, preventing twisting. 
Many anglers prefer to hook a min­ 
now through both lips, rather than 
behind the dorsal fin. Since a crappie 
tries to swallow a minnow head-first 
it is more susceptive to becoming 
hooked this way. 
Two common mistakes that most 
fishermen make when fishing for 
crappies are using a hook and a min­ 
now that are too large. A No. 3 fine- 
wire hook is about right, the minnow 
should be no more than two inches in 
length. A crappie has a small mouth. 
A successful crappie fisherman has 
a sensitive “feel”. A crappie can carve 
a minnow off a hook with almost in- 
discemable action. 
These tricky little critters actually 
can come up from below, raise the 
minnow and neatly take it off the 
hook without the angler realizing he’s 
had a bite. So, watch your line closely. 
Should it start moving off at a tan­ 
gent, even slightly, raise your rod tip 
smartly. It might be the current 
that’s moving the minnow. But it 
could be a bait-stealing crappie. Suc­ 
cessful crappie fishermen never take 
anything for granted. They set the 
hook at every inkling of a nibble.

Clean Water Laws 


ago, 
One-and-a-half centuries 
the poet Byron wrote: 
‘Till taught by pain, men really 
know 
not 
what 
good 
water’s 
worth." 
Today, taught by the pain of 
pollution in a thousand lakes and 
streams, we are becoming acutely 
aware 
of 
what 
good 
water’s 
worth. Clean water laws are being 
enacted with new urgency and 
enforced with new vigor. 


Yet, serious objections may be 
raised by those who are affected 
adversely. How do the courts 
look upon such objections? 


To begin with, there are in­ 
deed limits as to how far the 
government can go in fighting 
pollution. Take this case: 
A state water commission tried 
to halt the discharge of sewage 
into a certain river. But the sew­ 
age was being discharged so far 
from the nearest community, un­ 
der such carefully controlled con­ 
ditions, that the chance of any 
harm to public health was almost 
nil. 
Under these circumstances, a 
court ruled that the water com­ 
mission was overstepping its au­ 
thority. The court felt that even 
in the name of clean water, there 
has to be some reasonable basis 
for government action. 
Nevertheless, the vast majority 
of clean water laws have been 
upheld, even when they impose 
real 
hardship on a particular 
city, a particular industry, or a 
particular individual. 
Consider the case of a factory 


owner who had been discharging 
raw pollutants into a local brook. 
When a new law banned this 
practice, he took the matter to 
court. 
“I don’t challenge the law it­ 
self,” he said. “But the fact is 
that because of the ban. my fac­ 
tory is suddenly worth about 
$100,000 less than it was before. 
Why shouldn’t the government 
reimburse 
me 
for 
that 
loss? 
Otherwise, this is taking private 
property without compensation, 
which is unconstitutional.” 
However, the court denied his 
claim, saying this was not a "tak­ 
ing” in the constitutional sense.

We received a rather interesting 
news release from the Jones County 
Home Demonstration Agent, Mrs. 
Mary Y. Newberry, that you house­ 
wives might be interested in. 
Mrs. Newberry claim s, "We’re 
paying more and more at the super­ 
market just for the privilege of car­ 
rying home plain, ordinary water. " 
Soup manufacturers have realized 
that consumers will pay a good price 
for water, so they're adding it at the 
plant, the agent explains. By adver- 
ing "honest, old-fashioned soup," 
they can get the public to pay two to 
three times the single serving price 
of condensed soups. 
A recent survey taken in Washing­ 
ton, D. C. shows that soups with 
water added cost about 12.5 cents 
per serving, while condensed soups 
cost about 4.2 cents for the same 
serving. 
There are other products in which 
we pay for water, Mrs. Newberry 
adds. Some puddings and whipped 
toppings come ready-to-eat. Fruit 
drinks often containing only 6 per­ 
cent actual fruit are made up most­ 
ly of water. 
"Just think how much we've spent 
on bottle drinks and the energy ex­ 
erted lugging home all those bottles 
of water, " she points out. 
But convenience can't be ruled out. 
When we're in a hurry or unable to 
make the product ourselves, con­ 
venience foods come in handy. Pro­ 
ducts such as ready-to-eat puddings 
and toppings save cooking and clean­ 
ing equipment. And some take the 
guesswork out of cooking. 
Soups and soft drinks, however, 
are another story. A can of soup 
still needs to be opened and the con­ 
tents heated in a pan. Do you con­ 
sider it much work to add water? 
The next time you feel the cost of 
living tugging at your pocketbook, 
stop and think. Is it worth the extra 
cost to have someone else turn on the 
faucet?

sound 
reasons. 
Moreover, just yesterday I 
read that the 
head of the 
U. S. Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration 
reported that his 
chemists,

a two-year 
study and analysis, ha^e found 
th at only about one out of 
five drugs totally lived up 
to their advertised effective­ 
ness to relieve symptom or 
cure diseases. 


Also, as you know, there’s 
a move on 
to ban scores of 
pesticides used by farmers, 
as chemists have found traces 
of the stuff in fish caught 
a hundred miles out to sea. 
In fact, if the chemists keep 
on 
analyzing and 
banning 
things, before long there won’t 
be anything left to eat. 
Clearly, the only solution 
to 
this problem 
is to ban 
chemists. 
Such a solution reminds me 
of a farm er 
I know' whose 
wife, swept up by the times, 
decided to have their water 
well tested. 
“W hatta you wrant to test 
it 
for?" 
he 
complained. 
‘'Nothing wrong with it. We’ve 
been drinking 
out of that 
well for 25 years, raised our 
kid and haJf the neighbor’s 
kids on it, 
and everybody 
appears in good health."

A maximum $450 million 
‘‘public free school bond” is­ 
sue, to be retired from school 
land income now going by 
constitutional decree Into the 
untouchable permanent school 
fund. A constitutional amend­ 
ment would be required to 
create both the fund and pay­ 
off plan. 
Temporary deficit financing 
of a $70 million emergency 
aid-to-weifare 
appropriation 
— which 
would require a 
four-fifths vote of the Legis­ 
lature. 


A $71 million revenue bond 
program (secured with tui­ 
tion income) to build new col­ 
leges, medical and dental 
schools authorized in 1969. 
Be also proposed three more 
constitution! amendments: 
Removal of the $80 million 
a year welfare ceiling. 
Raising or removing the 
water development bond in­ 
terest lid. 
Creation of a $100 million 
fund for state aid on waste 
treatment facilities. 
Smith pledged an all-out 
effort to encourage a federal 
take-over of welfare financ­ 
ing. lf lawmakers don’t like 
his ideas, said the Governor, 
they should "bring me a plan."

Finding the schools is, of course, 
your problem. And, unless you are 
fishing where the fish are you aren’t 
likely to catch any. 
Schools of crappies are scattered 
and unless a person is fortunate 
enough to be at a spot where they 
gather, he will find that catching one 
is next to impossible. 
Crappies prefer to linger around 
some underwater obstruction; a sunk­ 
en tree, a large boulder, or a clump of 
brush. 
Some fishermen create their own 
crappie-fishing hotspots by cutting 
brush (cedar is good), tying it to­ 
gether and anchoring it in deep water. 
The depth where you’ll find crappie 
varies from lake to lake, but in our 
large reservoirs you’ll usually locate 
them in about IO to 80 feet of water. 
In the spring they’ll move along 
the shoreline to spawn. Then you can 
catch dozens of them in the shallows. 
But most of the time they’ll be near 
the bottom in deep water. 
Here are some suggestions offered 
by accomplished crappie fishermen: 
When crappies are in a cooperative 
mood, they’ll usually bite in a hurry. 
Never spend more than 15 or 20 min­ 
utes in one spot. Drop your live min­ 
now right to the bottom, then take a 
couple of turns on the reel handle. 
Leave the bait here for about five 
minutes, and if you haven’t had a 
nibble, take a couple more turns on 
the reel handle. Every five minutes 
come up a few more feet. This way 


You’ll likely find a school of fish 
sometime during the day if they are 
biting at all. 
A helpful aid is a commercial crap­ 
pie rig, available at most sporting 
goods stores. This rig has a pair of 
twisted-wire “arms” which extend 
out from the main line. Snelled hooks 
are tied on these extensions which 
hold the wiggling live minnows away 
from the line, preventing twisting. 
Many anglers prefer to hook a min­ 
now through both lips, rather than 
behind the dorsal fin. Since a crappie 
tries to swallow a minnow head-first 
it is more susceptive to becoming 
hooked this way. 
Two common mistakes that most 
fishermen make when fishing for 
crappies are using a hook and a min­ 
now that are too large. A No. 3 fine- 
wire hook is about right, the minnow 
should be no more than two inches in 
length. A crappie has a small mouth. 
A successful crappie fisherman has 
a sensitive “feel”. A crappie can carve 
a m innow off a hook with almost in- 
discemable action. 
These tricky little critters actually 
can come up from below, raise the 
minnow and neatly take it off the 
hook without the angler realizing he’s 
had a bite. So, watch your line closely. 
Should it start moving off at a tan­ 
gent, even slightly, raise your rod tip 
smartly. It might be the current 
that’s moving the minnow. But it 
could be a bait-stealing crappie. Sue 
cessful crappie fishermen never take 
anything for granted. They set the 
hook at every inkling of a nibble.

Clean Water Laws 


ago, 
One-and-a-half centuries 
the poet Byron wrote: 
‘T ill taught by pain, men really 
know 
not 
what 
good 
water’s 
worth.” 
Today, taught by the pain of 
pollution in a thousand lakes and 
streams, we are becoming acutely 
aware 
of 
what 
good 
water’s 
worth. Clean water laws are being 
enacted with new urgency and 
enforced with new vigor. 


Yet, serious objections may be 
raised by those who are affected 
adversely. 
How 
do the 
courts 
look upon such objections? 


To begin with, there are in­ 
deed limits as to how far the 
government can go in fighting 
pollution. Take this case: 
A state water commission tried 
to halt the discharge of sewage 
into a certain river. But the sew­ 
age was being discharged so far 
from the nearest community, un­ 
der such carefully controlled con­ 
ditions, that the chance of any 
harm to public health was almost 
nil. 
Under these circumstances, a 
court ruled that the water com­ 
mission was overstepping its au­ 
thority. The court felt that even 
in the name of clean water, there 
has to be some reasonable basis 
for government action. 
Nevertheless, the vast majority 
of clean water laws have been 
upheld, even when they impose 
real 
hardship 
on 
a 
particular 
city, a particular industry, or a 
particular individual. 
Consider the case of a factory 


owner who had been discharging 
raw pollutants into a local brook. 
When a new' law banned this 
practice, he took the matter to 
court. 
“I don’t challenge the law it­ 
self.” he said. “But the fact is 
that because of the ban, my fac­ 
tory 
is suddenly 
worth 
about 
$100,000 less than it was before. 
Why shouldn’t the government 
reimburse 
me 
for 
that 
loss? 
Otherwise, this is taking private 
property without compensation, 
which is unconstitutional.” 
However, the court denied his 
claim, saying this was not a “tak­ 
ing” in the constitutional sense.
